k if Y first duty, and a very pleasant one it 

YX is I can assure you, is to tiiank you, 

such poor words as I can command, for 
e honour whidi you bare conferred on 
e in electing me to be your Pnsident for 
e ensuing year. 
My second duty, a more difficult one, is 

give you some idea of our programme 
itii^ the next twdve months. They say 
at you should not prophesy unless you 
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know, and I feel very strongly the truth of 
this remark. The best of prophets of the 
future is the past, and, with your permission, 
I will endeavour for one moment to look 
forward into the past and cast a retrospective 
glance into the future. 

The Sette has now virtually attained its 
majority, for it is in the 21st year of its 
existence ; not, perhaps, as a corporate body, 
but as a distinct entity. Our beginnings were 
small. In 1872 there met for the first time 
at Bertolini's, better known to our younger 
brethren as the " Cavour," in Leicester Square, 
three of our oldest members. After the 
manner of Englishmen, they were slow to 
open up a conversation, and six years ^ elapsed 
before they spoke. They might have remained 
strangers to the present day, and the Settb 
might never have been bom, had it not been 
for the occurrence of a certain event What 
the event was I am not exactly in a position 
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to state. I have consulted the best authorities 
and, as is not uncommon in such cases, they 
are divided in opinion on the subject. One 
author has it that the wife of one of the 
three incriminated members presented him 
with a son and heir; whilst another, and 
equally reliable authority, is of opinion that 
one of the trio appeared in a brand new 
white hat. 

Our Attorn^ 'General^ Brother Davies, 
informs me that in legal proceedings it is 
customary to call for the production of the 
article in question, but here I am met 
with a very grave difficulty; for if it were a 
baby, it is probably getting a big boy now, 
whilst if it were a hat, it is just possible that 
the owner may not have discarded it, and it 
may still be performing a useful function ; or, 
on the other hand, it may have been converted 
into pulp, and utilised in the production of 
that wonderful note paper with the terrible 
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inscription, in red ink, on which for so many 
years we were in the habit of inscribing our 
assurances ' of brotherly love and mutual 
admiration. At all events, without insisting 
on the strict accuracy of any such account 
of the causes which led up to this important 
event, I think we may take it for granted 
that the silence which had lasted for so 
many years was at length broken, and 
the natural result was the formation of a 
Society or Association. On March 22nd, 
1878, a Preliminary Meeting was held at 
Kettner's, Which, as a natural result, has since 
achieved notoriety, and the first formal meeting 
was held at St John's Gate, St. John's Square, 
Clerkenwell, on April 4th, 1878. The first 
published List of Members is contained in 
®9U0tUlum ii., issued in July, 1882, and con- 
sists of 21 Odd Volumes and one Odd Book. 
Time works changes, and of these 22 members 
seven only now attend the meetings of the 
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Sette. During the last 10 years we have 
increased steadily, numerically, and we have 
now a Supplemental Sette of 21, the members 
of which are received into the original Sette 
as vacancies occur. 

Our avowed object, the publication of 
®$tt0t1lla^ combined with a certain amount 
of hospitality and mutual admiration, has beeil 
fully maintained. During the 14 years of 
our existence we have published over 20 
<&9tt0CUla^ and many §Si\»UViWXm^ either in 
book or pamphlet form. In every case the 
edition has been strictly limited, and a com- 
plete list of our publications is practically 
unobtainable. The rule of Hospitality has 
not been neglected. During the first five 
years we had the honour of receiving as 
guests at dinner 231 visitors ; during the 
second half decade of our existence the 
visitors numbered 614, and in the year 
1891-2, 181 ; making a grand total of nearly 
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1,500, without enumerating those who attended 
the ladies' nights. Our visitors have come 
to us from all parts of the world, from 
China and Peru, from Montreal and Yokohama, 
from Rio, from the Crescent City, from the 
City of the Golden Gate, and even from far 
distant Slocombe - in - the - Hole. They have 
responded to the toast of the guests in all 
sorts and conditions of languages and dialects. 
They have addressed us in French, in German, 
in Italian, in Yedish, in Checkish, in Chinese, 
in Japanese, and in Whitechapelese. We 
have had, at different times, the pleasure of 
entertaining, and of being entertdned, by some 
of the most distinguished Politicians, Travellers, 
Journalists, Playwriters, and Musicians and 
Composers of the day. 

So much for tha^past For the future — 
well I think it best to promise nothing, but 
to leave you to find out in the fullness of 
time what the future will bring forth.

ON this evening Mr. Frederick York 
Powell was unanimously elected a 
member of the Sette. 

By a singular piece of good fortune, it 
happened that the Shade of Herodotus was 
present at this meeting. It appears that he 
acts as occasional reporter for XejlfielOCOtCSgta, 
a paper started some time ago by Aristophanes, 
and now, under the able editorship of Lucian, 
the smartest " Daily " in Elysium. Lucian had 
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sent the Father of History to observe and 
describe the manners and customs of the 
Odd Volumes. The august Shade was dis- 
cerned by the Seer^ courteously arrested by 
the Necromancer^ and the gossiping Greek of 
his stylographic manuscript was thus rendered 
into English by the Secretary: — 

Report of Herodotus the Traveller 

Concerning the Rites of the Sette 

or Sect of The Odd Volumes, 

These things I hanfe faithfully 
set down, 

low there are in the City of London, 
which is the chief city of the Britons, 
many strange sects, the names of which I 
will not tell at this time ; but among them 
there is one called the ®Vti VtAwsm^ 
whose cult it is to dine solemnly together 
on a certain day of every month. And it 
is of this sect that I am now about to 
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speak, because I was present at their great 
Festival which is held about the time of 
the Spring Equinox. Howbeit their custom 
is to wait until the time of the Equinox is 
past before they partake of this feast Now 
concerning these things I made careful inquiry, 
and having questioned one of their Priests 
as to wherefore they did so wait, he told 
me that it was because they thought it more 
seemly to wait until the sun has passed upon 
his path toward the sign Taurus, because 
that sign is sacred unto one of their Divine 
Heroes, whose name in their own tongue 
they call John Bull, and he is the patron 
of the English Feast that in their tongue 
they call Dinner. But I saw no image of 
the hero in that place. And further, he 
told me that it was according to the 
ordinances of their religion that their monthly 
feasts should be held upon no other day 
of the week than the day that is sacred 
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to the goddess Aphrodite. But wherefore it 
must be held upon that day aud no other, 
there is told a sacred story, which it is not 
seemly for me to utter here. 

And I questioned many of their Priests 
respecting the name of their sect, which, 
as I have said, is the ®lrlr Uolum^^ 
And every Priest gave me a different ex- 
planation. But these things I will not 
repeat For it is their custom, upon the 
first day of the month which they call 
April, to tell many strange stories to strangers, 
wherefore I did not believe them. 

But each Initiate wears upon his breast 
a symbol of his initiation, namely, the letters 
OMiCRON and upsilon, wrought in gold. And 
their High Priest^ 2l man in great authority 
among them, upon whom all the rest depend, 
wears a different symbol ; and him they greatly 
honour, calling him by a sacred name, which 
they taught me to pronounce thus : " Your 
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Oddship,*^ And him they elect every year, with 
their other Priests ; and those who have 
been Ifigk Priests retain each the symbol 
he wore during his year of office. For each 
one hath his own special symbol, which, 
when I inquired about, a certain Priest told 
me that it refers to the planets which were 
in the ascendant at his birth. And this, 
being reasonable, I do believe. 

And there is another Priest^ whom they 
call "The F/V^," which is a title derived 
from the ancient mysteries, which the English, 
being moral above all other nations, do call 
Moralities, and his sacred name is thus 
pronounced : " Your Vice Oddship,^^ And 
the High Priest and the Vice sit in sacred 
chairs at opposite ends of the table, and 
shout to each other, making libations, and 
uttering mystic words. And their manner 
of making libations dififereth from the custom 
of the' Greeks ; for the Greeks make libations 
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pouring them upon the earth, but the Ollll 
UoItttlUlS pour them each down his own 
throat, which was marvellous to me. And 
another thing that much amazed me was their 
custom of burning incense before their gods ; 
for the Greeks, having put coals of fire 
into a great chafing-dish upon an altar or a 
tripou, the Priest J kindling, them with his 
breath, or by fanning them with the wing 
of a fowl, casts incense upon them. But 
each Olrll Uolttntf ^ having put incense into 
a very small censer of wood, or other 
material, to which there is joined a tube, 
kindles it with magic fire, and sudcs the 
smoke of the incense through the tube into 
his mouth, even as, putting the wine-cup 
to ^his lips, he pours the libation dowti 
his throat. The wine he swallows, spilling 
none of it upon the earth, but the smoke 
of the incense he breathes again into the 
air. And some of them, much skilled in 
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the magic arts, are able to form symbolic 
figures, and even letters, with the smoke, 
among which I distinctly saw the letters 
OMiCRON and upsilon, which are the mystic 
letters of the ®Mti VtiiMXMi. And having 
given these matters much consideration, I 
am led to think that the Pritons r^ard 
the mouth as being saored above all other 
parts of the body. For if they did not, 
they would doubtless act differently, and in 
another manner. But whether what they do 
be pleasing to the gods or not, I will not 
take upon me to decide. 

And there is another Priest^ whom they 
caU the « Secretary " or " Scribe^' and' it is 
his business to write down all that passes 
at their banquets in a ^XtdX ISooft^ which 
they call the ** HSiuft Of iflttinutCTf/' and it 
is so called because it takes many minutes 
to read what is therein written down; and 
what the Scribe writes down he reads at 
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the next banquet And when I heard this 
I was troubled in my mind. And the 
symbol of the Scribe is a pen with feathers 
of silver and a point of gold; and it was 
given unto the ®lrlr VtAvmtn by the last 
Scribe^ who gave up his office at the banquet 
at which I was present. And he is a man 
full wise, a great Seer^ very courteous to 
the brethren and to strangers, very diligent 
in business, and most witty in inditing the 
minutes. But when I asked the meaning of 
this symbol, I was told that it referred to 
a gnomic sentence which they have in their 
own language: "Speech is Silvern, but 
Silence is Golden," and it was to signify 
this, that the Scribe should write down only 
those things which were seemly to be uttered, 
which, when I heard, I was much comforted. 
And there is another Priest whom they 
call the ^^ Master of the Ceremonies" and he 
bears in his hand a black wand, which is 
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made after the fashion of the Caduceus of 
Hermes ; but the wings of the serpents are 
invisible to those who are not initiates. 

And there is yet another Priest who is 
called the ^^ Herald^^ and it is his business 
to proclaim in a loud voice the offices of 
the Priests when they are initiated. And I 
was told that these two last Priests were 
one person. But when I saw them they 
were two. 

And there is yet another Priest who is 

called the ^^ Keeper of the Archives" and he 

is appointed secretly and in silence, and he 

hides himself among the throng of the 

Brethren, because it is not seemly that he 

should be known for what he is, seeing that 

\t keeps the Inner Mysteries of the Sect. 

Vnd his name I heard, but I will not 

^veal it. And he is a man full jovial and 

leasant, and he knows many sacred stories, 

id some of them he told me; but I do 
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not think it seemly to tell them here. Ahd 
these are all the Priests of whom I heard. 
And the manner of the banquet was as 
follows : — There are three mighty tables 
arranged in the form of the Hebrew letter 
Cheth n, which is like unto the Greek 
letter Pi n, which the barbarians call "Pie," 
and it is the eighth letter of the Hebrew 
alphabet And when I asked what this 
signified, I was told that the number Eight 
contained the mystic numbers, Seven and 
One, and that the Sb^ (which is the name 
by which this Sect is called in its Mysteries) 
is typified by the number Seven, which being 
multiplied by three makes the number 
Twenty-one, which is the sacred number of 
the i^rtte* And the number One, being the 
most perfect of the Odd Numbers, evidently 
typifies the High Priest But the Greek 
letter Pi signifies 80,000, which is the number 
of welcomes which the ®titi UoIttmiJS give 
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unto their guests. And these things being 
reasonable, I do believe them. 

Now the night had fallen, and there were 
many lights burning, and the High Priest 
entered the Banqueting Hall, followed by a 
great throng of the Brethren and their guests. 
And the High Priest came unto his sacred 
chair and stood, and the Brethren and the 
guests stood also, each by his chair. For 
the manner of the ®^ UolumeiS at their 
banquets differeth from the manner of the 
Greeks; for the Greeks recline at table 
upon low couches, and crowned as to their 
heads with flowers. But the Olrlr 17olumi0 
sit upright upon certain stools, which they 
call chairs ; and this custom seemed to me 
to be in some respects convenient, and in 
others not so convenient ; convenient, because 
by that method many more persons could 
eat at the table, but inconvenient inasmuch 
as it is evident that to recline upon couches 
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is more beautiful and pleasing to the gods. 
And they wore no flowers upon their heads, 
but placed them upon the tables, among 
the glass cups out of which they drink 
wine. 

Then, sitting at the tables, they began to eat 
and to drink, with much talking. But at cer- 
tain times the High Priest knocked upon the 
table with a hammer, proclaiming Silence with 
a noise, after the manner of the barbarians; 
for this hammer, which in their own tongue is 
called Gavel, is indeed sacred to the Egyptian 
god Har-pa-craty whom the Greeks call Har- 
pocrates, and he is the god of Silence. And 
having thus made silence, the High Priest 
shouted certain names and, poured a libation 
down his throat, and the others did likewise 
standing up and making libations. But what 
names they shouted, and unto whom they made 
libations, I cannot tell, for I did not minutely 
inquire. 
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Howbeit a certain Priest told me that these 
libations are called toasts, and that their cus- 
tom always is to toast the Queen of England, 
and their guests; and that when they would 
greatly honour any one, there is in their tongue 
a gnomic sentence : ^' I should like to have him 
on toast." But whether this is truly so I did 
not further inquire. And certain of the guests 
were summoned by the High Priest to respond 
to the TOASTS. And a certain man, a guest, 
of jovial and pleasant countenance, being, as 
they told me, a sailor, and called Admiral 
Field, arose to speak. And he was formerly 
a captain over the war-galleys of the Queen 
of England ; but, whether from being un- 
fortunate in the management of ships, or 
from some other cause, he is now condemned 
to sit among the Council of the Law-Makers, 
whose custom it is to do little business, 
speaking many words. And many things 
he spake, telling sacred stories of his youth. 
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which I am not now going to write down. I e 

And as he spake they laughed much, and i t 

when he sat down they applauded him with | ^ 

a mighty noise. 

And hereafter, when the time was come, 
when the old High Priest should initiate his 
successor, gifts were presented unto him 
by W^t S^ttitf because he had been found 
honourable in his office, courteous to the 
Brethren, wise of speech, magnificent in deed, 
and a terror to all evil-doers. 

And first a servant came, bearing in his 
hands vessels of silver, wrought in strange 
shapes, which he set upon the table. And 
having inquired as to the uses of these 
vessels, I was told that they were used in the 
preparation of certain beverages not known 
to the Greeks, the ingredients of which were 
revealed to the ®Vti VtAuXAtH by certain 
sages of China and Arabia. And these gifts 
were presented unto Brother Hait^ with many 
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eulogies, by Brother Quaritch, whom also 
they name **dPatJ«; Of tje S^.^^ And 
when I marvelled at this title, seeing that 
he was a man lusty and full of youth, and 
as it seemed to me, about forty years old, 
I was told that he was, indeed, three score 
years and ten; but that, being a great 
collector of magic bookis, for which it 
was his custom to pay great sums of 
money, reading therein, he had learnt the 
secret of perpetual youth. Which thing, 
being reasonable, I do believe. 

But when the time was come for the 
initiation of the new Priests^ I carefully 
noted the ceremony, and this is what I am 
now about to describe. And first the Master 
of the Ceremonies and the Herald stood upon 
the left hand of the High Priest. Now the 
Master of the Ceremonies was, as befitted his 
office, a man of genial presence, with a face 
beaming like the sun; for, as is evident to 
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me, he is indeed the Priest of John Bull^ who 
is none other than the Greek God DionysuSi 
whom they call Bacchus. But the Herald 
was a man of lofty stature, lean and long as 
to the limbs, that he might more easily run 
upon the errands of his office, for he is 
the Priest of Hermes. And he had a 
countenance quaint and terrible, and in 
one eye he wore a magic glass which 
enabled him to see at a distance those 
things which it was his duty to see. 

And the Herald^ having in a loud voice 
proclaimed the new High Priest^ the old 
High Priest^ taking his successor by the hand, 
initiated him, hanging upon his breast the 
symbol of his office. And the name of the 
new High Priest I heard at that time, and 
it is Brother Murrell, the Leech^ which is 
to say, the Physician, And while he was 
but the Leech^ as it seemed to me, he was 
a modest man and quiet, but, when the 
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old High Priest had set him in the Chair, 
methought his person dilated, and his counte- 
nance shone with a sacred light, and I saw 
he was a man great and terrible, and worthy 
to rule over the ®ii UolumeU^ And they 
all rose up and saluted him, making libations 
after their fashion. 

And the new High /W?x/ proceeded to initiate 
the new Priests who should hold office under 
him, whom, when he had first cited by name, 
the Herald^ swiftly moving, sought and seized 
upon, bringing them up in their due order unto 
the sacred chain And first he sought and 
seized upon the new Vice^ a man, as it seemed 
to me, full youthful, and of a cheerful counte- 
nance. And his name was Edward Heron 
Allen, styled the Necromancer^ for he 
is greatly skilled in magic arts, as I know, 
having felt his power. And it was told me 
that he had passed through many incarnations, 
and had once been a Sicilian Shepherd, 
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owning many flocks, and playing delicately 
upon the pastoral pipe. And it was 
further told me, and my ears confirmed the 
report, that he had the gift of eloquence, for 
the planet which the Latins call Mercury was 
well dignified in his nativity. And when he 
was duly initiated, and installed in his sacred 
chair, the Herald sought and seized upon the 
new Secretary^ a certain Brother Todhunter, 
whom they style the Playwright. And he was 
a ipan lean, and of a melancholy countenance, 
and I marvelled to see that while the other 
Priests smiled when they were initiated, he alone 
sighed and wept ; but his tears were visible only 
to the initiated. And this he did, they told me, 
because he dreaded greatly the burthen of the 
golden pen and the great ISooft^ which were 
given into his chaige. 

And when the other Priests were duly initiated, 
the High Priest called upon the new Vice and 
the new Secretary to speak to the Brethren. 
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the new Vice spake pleasantly many things 
wdly rejoicing greatly in his office. But 
ecntary spake few things and badly, because 
\ weight of his office, and because the gods 
;iven him the gift of silence rather than the 
f eloquence.

The Reason of this 'Conclusion I hope 
to give to the World in a Future Essay; 
my Speculations having been brought to a 
point by the Behaviour of my Friend Sir 
Roger de Coverley, in a little Adventure 
which I shared with him the other day, and 
idiidi I will now narrate.

Coaches take up their Passengers, in his old 
Family Coach, drawn, as he told me, by 
the very Pair of Bays he had used when 
he visited the &ir Widow he had so 
assiduously courted for the last forty years 
of his Life. '* A rare Creature," says he^ 
"She has certainly the finest Hand tH any 
Woman in the World." 

When we arrived at the Stopping Place 
of the Coaches, situated very conveniently 
at the Boundary Line between t&e two 
Worlds, Sir Roger dismissed his Servamts 
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with many Injunctions as to his Horses, 
which were all in a sweat with the Spanking 
Pace at which we had come, and with a 
Message to his Houseke^^ that she should 
have a care of all things in his Absence. 
"And hark ye," says he, "let her have my 
Bed well warmed when I come Home in 
the Small Hours, for I will on no Account 
lodge a Night in the Town."

I was glad that his Thoughts had taken 
so pious a turn, for it brought him to the 
Point, just when I feared we should miss 
the Opportunity of a Lift to London. He 
was, indeed, still in some Trepidation lest 
we should be sent naked into the World, 
in the old-fashioned way. But here I was

I was vastly pleased with the el^ant Variety 
of the Repast, and the dainty manner in ^hich 
it was served \ but the good Knight was at first 
uneasy at missing the manifest Profusion of the 
Banquets he had formerly frequented. I told 
him I had always remarked the carving of Great 
Joints at Table interfered with the Freedom of 
Conversation; and showing him a List of 
Dishes, elegantly designed by a great Painter 
among the ®Vti UolumejS^ I was able to con- 
vince him that he need not fear Starvation. 

" Well," says he, " I confess I love the old

Presently the President rose, and gave us the 
Health of the Queen \ and I was a little 
surprised at the great Enthusiasm my Friend 
displayed in the Drinking of it. But when we 
bad sat down again, I found be was under a 
Strange Misapprehension; for be told me he 
was " Right glad to find our good Queen Anni 
was so well remembered; now," says he, "when, 
as I take it, Kling George of Hanover hath been 
some time on the Throne." 

I was amazed at bis Ignorance of passing

But Sir Roger 
made his Excuses, with a Message that twas

Sir Roger plucks me by the sleeve and 
whispers to me that he could not thank me 
enough for having procured him an Introduc- 
tion into so distinguisht a Society. 

When the Health of the Guests had been 
drunk, coupled with the Names of Su: Philip 
Cunliffe Owen and Mr. Horsburgh, Sir 
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Philip rose to return Thanks. Sir Roger was 
mightily pleased with him, taking him, from the 
Decorations he wore, for a General Officer at 
the least. IBut when Sir Phiup said he was 
Director of South Kensington Museum, and 
made a Speech full of complaints against the 
Government, for the Stricture of the Public 
Purse which confined his Department to such 
a mean Exhibition, my Friend became curious 
^to know what the Gentleman was talking about 

I briefly informed him that he was the 
Keeper of a great Collection of Rarities, in 
which the Publick was now very curious.

Then, after some pretty Passages of Wit 
between the President and the Vice President^ 
who said he was not an Authority on 
Assurance, his Oddship proposed the Toast 
of the Evening, " Our Art Visitors."

The Toast was responded to by a Sculptor 
and a Painter of Distinction, Mr. Armstead 
and Mr. Marcus Stone, to wit They 
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discoursed at length upon the great In- 
sensibility to Art which they found among the 
Outsidp Publkk who were not ®lrlK UnlUIlt^ ; 
but during their Speeches I saw that Sir 
Roger was fairly nodding over his Pipe. 

And here I must not omit some of the 
Remarks passed upon the Company by my old 
Friend, at one Time or Another. He was much 
displeased at the want of a more ceremonious 
Richness in the Habits of the Gentlemen^ and 
vowed that when he looked round upon their 
Black Coats, he could fancy he was at a 
Meeting of Undertakers.

We were forced to leave in Time to catch the 
Midnight Express, specially procured for us by 
My Lord Salisbury, at the Expense of Her 
Majesty's Cabinet, to do honour to Sir Roger 
as a staunch old Tory ; there being no regular 
Service of Coaches convenient for our Return 
Journey. We left in the midst of a Discussion 
on the art Hi tj^e ^People of Ifopan, in which 
some praised their Landscape-Fainting^ whilst 
others averred that the Art of Landscape did not 
exist among them. 
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As we drove away, Sir Roger protested that 
he had been vastly well entertained, though he 
thought he had heard as good Speeches at 
Will's, when he was a young Fellow about 
Town. " But I have remarked,'* say? he, " that 
at such Times it is the best Wits that Keep 
Silence." 

When we had entered our Coach, to which 
we were lit with Torches by my Lord Salisbury 
and the Right Hon. Mr. Balfour, he said he 
was persuaded the young Lady from whom we 
had borrowed our Bodies would be none the 
worse for the two good Dinners we had eat, to 
say nothing of the excellent Champagne-Wine 
we carried off with us.

From the manner in which he rolled in his 
chair, I saw it would be dangerous to bait him 
further, and to change the subject I asked him :

The Secretary then read the minutes of the 
last meeting, done into verse, which I thought 
not ill in its numbers, and with many odd 
and far-fetched rhymes. My learned friend, 
however, received my commendations of it 
with many "Poohs!" and "Pishes."

the public could not be altogether such a 
fool as it pleased him to represent me. 
Seeing my confusion, he laid his hand upon 
my shoulder, and said, with that condescension 
which proved the native goodness of his 
heart : " Sir, you know I love you, but 
you drew this repartee upon you by your 
own malice. Sir, the man who is never a 
fool wants humanity. Think no moi^ on't." 

This kindness on his part quite eased 
the smarting of my vanity.

After this the ^ftte expressed its sympathy 
with Brother Conrad Cookb, absent through 
illness, and, having toasted the President 
and Vice President^ the Meeting broke up. 

In taking leave of our excellent host, 
Mr. Hamilton, Dr. Johnson was on the 
point of asking him to call upon him at 
his lodgings in Bolt Court, Fleet Street, 
when he recollected that he had permanently 
changed his residence. He assured him that 
he bad never more pleasantly passed an 
evening; and for my own part I may say I 
have never known him more profound and 
convincing in his remarks.

THE Sette of Odd Volumes shall consist 
of Twenty-one, this being the number 
of volumes of the Variorum Shakespeare 
of 1821 ; but Supplemental O.V.'s to the 
number of Twenty-one may be elected, 
and incorporated in the Sette as vacancies 
arise. 
2. The Sette of Odd Volumes shall meet on 
the first Friday in every month (unless 
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the day be previously altered by the 
President and Councillors) save in those 
months in which no meetings shall be 
held. 

3. The place and time of Meeting shall be 

fixed by the President and Councillors. 
Seven days' notice thereof shall be sent 
by the Secretary to each Odd Volume. 

4. Candidates for Election into the Sette of 

Odd Volumes shall have previously 
dined at least twice 'with the Sette. 
Each Candidate shall be in due form 
proposed and seconded at one of the 
regular Meetings^ and his name and - 
qualification shall be then entered in 
the Candidates* Book. 

5. The Election of Odd Volumes shall be by 

Ballot. A Ballot for the Election of a 
new O. V. shall take place at the time 
and in the manner prescribed by the 
By-laws of the Sette. 
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6. Each Odd Volume on his admission shall 

receive a Badge and a Certificate, and 
shall pay Three Odd Pounds and Three 
Odd Shillings. The Annual Subscription 
to be One Odd Pound and Twenty-one 
Odd Shillings. 

7. Every new Odd Volume shall be expected, 

within a reasonable period of the date 
of his admission, to make a literary, 
scientific, or artistic contribution to the 
Sette. 

8. Every Odd Volume shall have the privilege 

of bringing Guests to six of the Monthly 
Meetings of the Sette to be fixed by 
the President, and such guests shall be 
introduced to the President and the 
Sette by the Master of Ceremonies. 
Each Monthly Meeting shall pay its own 
expenses, and the first toast at every 
Meeting shall be the National expression 
of loyalty, " Her Majesty the Queen.*' 
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9. Any Odd Volume losing his temper, and 
failing to recover it, shall be fined by 
the President the sum of five shillings. 

10. Discussions about Anthropology, Religion 

and Politics, shall be put down by the 
President. 

11. Any O. V. giving to another O. V. unasked 

advice shall be fined five shillings. 

12. Annual Subscriptions shall be due on the 

First of April, and shall extend to the 
end of March of the following year. 
Subscriptions of new Odd Volumes shall 
be due for the current year on the day 
of Election. The Election of Office- 
Bearers shall be effected at the Annual 
Business Meeting. 

13. Any Odd Volume leaving his Annual Sub- 

scription unpaid for three months, and 
failing to pay the same upon one month's 
notice, or failing to attend three dinners 
at least during the Odd Volume year, 
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without having within one month after 
notice of such faihire satisfied the Coun- 
cillors that he has reasonable cause for 
such failure, shall cease to be a Member 
of the Sette. Any Member and any 
Office-Bearer desiring to resign shall 
place his resignation in the hands of 
the President, to be by him laid before 
the Sette at the next Meeting, and to 
be dealt with by them as they shall 
think fit. 

14. No Odd Volume shall be elected President 

for two consecutive years. Ex-Presidents 
shall form a Sette of Odd Councillors, 
together with the President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, and Secretary, as ex-offido Members 
of the Council, and one other Member 
to be annually elected from the Sette. 

15. The Election of President and Vice-Presi- 

dent shall be by Ballot, and immediately 
after the election of the Vice-President 
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the President shall appoint his Secretary 
and Master 'of Ceremonies for the 
ensuing year. 

16. There shall be no Rule 16. 

17. On any point of accepted O. V. Ritual or 

Ceremonial, the decision of the Master 
of Ceremonies shall be immediately 
final, but if any ingenious O. V. can 
subsequently prove his decision to have 
been wrong, such penalty shall be in- 
flicted upon the M.C., by order of the 
Councillors, as the M.C. is at all likely 
to submit to. 

18. No Odd Volume shall talk unasked on any 

subject he understands. 

19. No Odd Volume shall in any circumstances 

refer to any other O. V. save by his title 
and denomination in the Sette. 

20. No O. V.'s speech shall last longer than 

three minutes. If, however, the inspired 
O. V. have any more to say, he may

proceed until his voice is drowned in the 
general applause. 
21. No Resolution altering the Rules or By-laws 
of the Sette shall be passed except at the 
Annual Business Meeting, or at a Special 
Meeting summoned by the President on 
the written request of ten Members of 
the Sette; and then only after formal 
notice of such Resolution. 




I 
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BY-LAWS 

For Regulating the Issue of Opuscula of 
THE Sette of Odd Volumes. 

1. The Opuscula of the Sette shall consist of 

either original productions or reprints 
of rare Books or Manuscripts, in either 
case with or without illustrations, as 
may seem desirable. They shall in the 
former case be confined to such pro- 
ductions as have been previously read 
at an Ordinary Meeting of the Sette by 
Members. Members may also be at 
liberty, with the consent of the Publica- 
tion Committee, to issue Opuscula which 
have not been read at a Meeting of the 
Sette. 

2. No paper shall be read except at the invita- 

tion of the President of the Sette for the 
time being. 

3. No Paper so read shall be issued as one 

of the Opuscula of the Sette until the 
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Manuscript has been approved of by 
the Publication Committee, which shall 
consist of the President, Vice-President 
and Secretary for the time being (and 
of two other Members of the Sette to 
be elected in the ordinary manner at 
the Annual Business Meeting). The 
" Imprimatur" of such Publication Com- 
mittee shall be printed on the back 
of the title-page of every Opusculum 
authorized by them. 

4. The Opuscula shall be issued as hitherto, in 

the present form, but the Publication 
Committee shall be empowered in ex- 
ceptional cases to sanction the issue of 
an Opusculum in any other form. 

5. The Opuscula shall be printed by the Typo- 

grapher to the Sette, and in such type as 
may be decided upon by the Publication 
Committee, subject to the following rules 
being observed : 
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{a) The issue as one of the Opuscula 
of the Sette shall be, and shall be 
expressed to be, a private issue 
not for sale. 

(p) It shall consist of not more than 
133 copies (unless the President 
and Odd Councillors shall other- 
wise decide), each numbered and 
signed by the Author or Editor, 
or, in case of the Opusculum being 
presented by some other Member 
of the Sette, by the Donor; it 
being contemplated that an Opus- 
culum may be presented by a 
Member who has not read or 
produced it. 

(c) Each Member of the Sette shall 
be entitled to receive two copies 
of each Opusculum^ thirteen copies 
shall be presented to the Archives. 
The remainder of the copies will 
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remain the property of the Donor 
of the Opusculunu 

(d) No copy of any of the Opuscula 
of the Sette issued after this date 
shall be sold by any Member of 
the Sette. 

(e) The Keeper of the Archives who 
hands proceeds to Treasurer shall 
at any time, with the consent of 
the Publication Committee, sell to 
any new Member applying for a 
copy, any of the Opuscula of the 
Sette which may for the time being 
be in the Archives, at such price 
as the Treasurer and the Publica- 
tion Committee may fix, provided 
always that no copy of any of 
the Opuscula of the Sette be sold 
to anybody but a Member, who 
shall state that he had no other 
copy, and that no Opusculum 
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shall be sold unless there are 
more than two copies of it in the 
Archives. 

6. The presentation of a Paper and its issue 

among the Opuscula of the Sette shall 
not be deemed to confer any copyright 
on the Sette beyond that of the privately 
printed edition so issued, and the pre- 
sentation and issue of any such Paper 
shall in no way hinder the publication in 
the ordinary way of any other edition of 
the book or the issue in any form of the 
matter contained in such Paper, provided 
that any published edition of any such 
Paper shall be issued with another title 
without the imprimatur of the Publica- 
tion Committee. 

7. These By-Laws shall, as from the i8th 

March, 1S92, have the force of the 
ordinary Rules of the Sette, and shall 
be printed in the Vear-Book. 
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BY-LAWS 
For Regulating the Election of Members. 

Proposed and carried at the March Meetings 1 891. 

1. An election shall take place at a Meeting 

of the Sette at which none but Members 
shall be present, if and when two Can- 
didates at least shall have been duly 
proposed and seconded. 

2. Seven days' notice at least of the time and 

place of every election, with the names, 
addresses, and descriptions of the Candi- 
dates, and the names of their Proposers 
and Seconders shall be sent to every 
Odd Volume by the Secretary. 

3. The election shall be held at one of the 

monthly Meetings of the Sette, but no 
election shall take place at any Meeting 
unless sixteen members at least are then 
present, and not more than one can/di-- 
date shall be elected at any meeting. 
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4. The election shall be conducted by suc- 

cessive ballotings. The Candidate who 
shall, on each balloting, obtain the 
lowest number of votes, shall be with- 
drawn until only one Candidate remains; 
and such Candidate shall then be de- 
clared to be duly elected. 

5. In the case of an equality of votes between 

any two Candidates the President shall 
have a second or casting vote. 

6. If upon the last balloting any Candidate 

shall obtain less than three-fourths of the 
total number of votes, such Candidate 
shall not be elected unless his election 
be confirmed by three-fourths of the 
Members present at the election. . 

7. No balloting or election shall be re-opened 

under any circumstances, and the de- 
cision of the President upon any question 
arising at any election shall be final.
